Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohmori 
et al(USP 5,677,393). 

Ohmori et al (USP 5,677,393) discloses a heat resistant film adhesive for use in 
fabricating printed circuit boards and a process of using formulated from polyimides with 
silicone units and epoxy resins and if necessary epoxy resin curing agents and wherein 
it is possible to introduce functional groups reactive with the epoxy resins into the 
polyimide structure. See col. 3, lines 1-36, where - Ar3- X wherein Ar3 is a trivalent or 
tetravalent aromatic radical where X can be hydroxy! that anticipates the claimed 
polyimide resin. See abstract; col. 2, lines 30 - col. 5, lines 1—68; col. 6, lines 1-34, 40- 
65; cols. 7-9; claims 1-5.
